1 . MFA OFFICIALS DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE FOR UN AFFAIRS - 
ADDITIONAL SECRETARY NIAZ NAIK AND DIRECTOR (UN) MUNIR 
AKRAM - ARE IN MEXICO FOR G-77 MEETING. AFTER MEXICO 
MEETING, THEY WILL TRAVEL DIRECTLY TO NEW YORK TO ATTEND 
UNGA. THERE IS CONSEQUENTLY NO ONE AT MFA WITH BACK- 
GROUND AND AUTHORITY TO DISCUSS ISSUES CONTAINED REFTEL. 

2. WE HAVE RAISED KOREA ISSUE WITH DIRECTOR GENERAL 
FOR EAST ASIA BECAUSE OF IMPORTANCE USG ATTACHES TO 
SUBJECT. (REPORTED SEPTEL). WE BELIEVE USUN SHOULD 
DISCUSS THE NON-KEY ISSUES NOTED REFTEL WITH PAKDEL 
WHEN IT ARRIVES IN NEW YORK. TALKS WITH NAIK AND 
AKRAM WOULD BE MOST EFFECTIVE WAY OF ENSURING THAT OUR 
POSITIONS ARE UNDERSTOOD BY THOSE DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE 
FOR UN AFFAIRS WITHIN GOP. AS NOTED SEPTEL, WE ALSO 
STRONGLY RECOMMEND SECRETARY KISSINGER DISCUSS KOREAN 
ISSUE WITH AZIZ AHMED DURING THEIR BILATERAL.
